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complied with the laws in all other respects, and is en-
titled to share in such apportionment. 

SECTION 5. It shall be the duty of the said board ItiPdesra. tion of 
to cooperate with the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, so far as practicable, in holding and conducting 
teachers' institutes, as provided for by this act. 

SECTION 6. All other acts and amendments thereto Repealed. 
shall be so construed as to enable the said board to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and all acts and 
parts of acts conflicting with the provisions of this act, 
are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 7. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 31. 

[Published March 30, 1887.] 

AN ACT to change the time of holding the general terms of the 
circuit court in the county of Calumet, in the fourth judicial 
circuit. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That hereafter the general terms of the General terms' 
circuit court in and for the county of Calumet, in the 
fourth judicial circuit in this state, shall be holden on 
the second Monday in January and the third. Monday 
in June, of each year. 

SECTION 2. All acts or parts of acts conflicting with RePealed .  
the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
